By determination and patience 
Mr. Bennett is certainly paying off 
the direct provincial debt at a re- 
markable rate. The debt stands at 
only about $55 millions-today and 
will disappear within about eighteen 
months. 

Mr. Bennett's purpose, a sound 
one, is to make the credit of- his 
Government so good that investors 
will gladly lend huge sums of new 
money for various enterprises—the 
Pacific Great Eastern Railway, the 
Power Commission, the Toll Bridges 
and Highway Authority and the local 
school boards. 

The debts thus contracted by the 
Government's agencies are not really 
debts at all, says Mr. Bennett, even 
though the Governmepit has guaran- 
teed to pay them and their interest 
charges, if necessary. 

Hence so-called “contingent liabil- 
ities” of $381 millions—a rise of $135 
millions in the last year—are not 
reckoned in the provincial debt. 
When the direct debt is paid off, the 


_indireet debt may well be approach- 


ing_half a billion but, says.Mr. Ben- 
nett, we need not worry about it for 
it will carry itself,

He would 
be on much firmer ground, however, 
if he candidly admitted the fact of a 
large and growing debt, contracted 
for useful purposes, instead of telling 
us that we shall be “debt-free” in 
1960.

comprehensive broadcasting service 
of a high standard that is basically 
Canadian in content and character.” 

Those are wide terms of refer- 
ence and they will be backed by wide 
authority. They mean that in effect 
the new governing board will be one 


of the most important bodies in the 
country, since it will be in a position | 
to exert a vital influence on the, 
nation’s ideas, information and view- 
points. . / 
One of the most important fea- 
tures falling within the jurisdiction 
of the board will be the matter of 
radio and television networks. At 
present only the CBC may operate 
hookups of stations on a regional 
or national basis- The new. board 
will have the task of formulating 
regulations for similar networks of 
private stations—long a very contro- 
versial point—and deciding on appli- 
cations to. establish such facilities. 
One consideration in particular 
must guide the board, however. The 
principle of public broadcasting in 
Canada must not be imperilled. That 
principle, as exemplified in the CBC, 
has been proven a necessary and 
successful part of our national life, 
well worthy of a place along with 
private enterprise. The competition | 
between the-two will now perhaps | 
be on, a more equal footing, but the | 
net result to the Canadian public | 
should be better programs all round.

These Warsaw reports can also be read, 
however, simply as a psychological prepa- 
ration for quite another development, 
which there are more solid reasons to 
expect. . 

As soon as the news of the Mao-Khrush- 
chev meeting was received, it was sug- 
gested in this space that the meeting prob- 
ably a renewed Chinese Com- 
munist threat to Formosa’s off-shore is- 
lands and perhaps to Formosa itself.

Certainly the private 
broadcasters should be 
happier now that an 
unprejudiced body. of 
“Board of Broadcasting 
Governors” has been set 
up to look after their 
interests as well as the 
interests of the CBC, 

Although this 
column ,has been and 
still is proCBC it has 
always admitted that it 
was an uneasy condition wherein one “business” was 
allowed to control-the activities of its competitors. 

No matter how well the government-controlled.and- 
owned CBC, no matter how fairly and above board it 
ruled the independent broadcasters, it was, in a form, 
a mpnopoly and, as such, not agreeable to our stand in 
such ‘matters. 

Now, however, under the new board, it would appear 
that private broadcasters have the right to apply for 
licences to opefi up new television stations and even 
networks in opposition to} the CBC, -which will be 
operated by its own Board Governors._This_is good, 
or could be good, for the competition should improve 
the standards of TV in Canada by the very fact that the 
field has been opened up. Now both the Crown Corpora- 
tion and the independents will have to look to their 
laurels, 


* * * 

HOWEVER, by the very nature of their dependence 
upon money-making to remain in business and prosper, 
the private broadcasters will be forced to cut their suit 
according to the cloth. This state, therefore, means that 
if they are not regulated well many of Canada's ‘TV out 
lets will be tempted to tighten the purse strings by buy 
ing repeats and re-runs of old and possibly second-rate 
U.S. filmed projects or the so-called “hotror” movies 
which are already a source of frustration to the weary- 
eyed viewer. 

Because of this possibility we were content to read 
that the new legislation provides for a paragraph which 
says in part, that the new board “shall ensure a varied 


and comprehensive broadcasting service of a high 
standard that is basically Canadian in content and 
character.” } 

Surely this paragraph is the crux, the nub of the 
question. If a private broadcaster must be made to 
prove that he can fulfill this obligation, that he has 


the ready capital at hand to erect his station and pro- 
-vide at least part of the hours with Canadian talent and 
worthwhile programs of a Canadian nature then the 
new situation should resolve into a happy one indeed, 
not only for our millions of Canadian viewers, our artists 
and entertainers, but for the television industry as a 
whole. 

For the one thing that the CBC has done to its ever 
lasting credit, and which no one else has done to our 
knowledge, it has supplied the only medium of purely 
Canadian culture on the home screens, It is the van 
guard, the “thin red line of 'eroes” who have fought long 
and gallantly to repel thé ever-advancing hosts of propa- 
ganda and alien culture emerging from across the 49th 
parallel.
